Tannery pollution has a good deal and Die fishing s tarts In ear nest,

Is used In the process, hut it Is a 
healthy Ingredient. The black water 
Is caused by the action of lime and 
tannic acid and neither are bad so 
far as health goes. Hut the sewer¬ 
age of a large town is a loatlwome 
thing and but for the rocky bottoms 
of the streams and the speed of the 
current acting as a perfect tiller, 
there would be all sorts of trouble on 
account of It. 

The fishing in the immediate vi¬ 
cinity of the Marlinton tannery was 
''Improved by it for some reason or 
other. It Is not an Inviting thing 
to wade Into the river from the east 
side Immediately below the tannery 
and the village cut-up insists that 
the black water takes the hair olT 
his legs, but there Is nothing un¬ 
healthy In it. We have caught hun¬ 
dreds of bass on the east edge of the 
river In the black water. We have 
seen many a man stand in the dear 
water and fish in the black water for 
bass. 

Tannery pollution is as nothing 
compared to the fatal effects of coal I Ci 
mines on streams. Why not be thor¬ 
ough about the pollution of the 
streams of West Virginia? When 
you have investigated the matter as 
thoroughly as some of the rest of us, 
you will come to the conclusion that 
all human 11 fe pollutes the streams 
that It touches, and that nature has 
a way of purifying the waters that 
permits life to go on for thousands of 
years on the hanks Ute streams.
